The grave political crisis, of which the Na- 
tional Provisioner, as the organ of one of the 
most important trades in the United States, 
had to take notice in its last issue, has un- 
fortunately, during the past week, grown into 
imminent danger. Congress, by the tremen- 
dous pressure of its constitutional powers, 
forced the administration to actions of im- 
mense responsibility. It was no more a ques- 
tion of amends, if such be possible, for the 
destruction of our warship Maine and for the 
awful loss of lives connected with this,catas- 
trophe. It was, unfortunately, not more a 
question of the legitimate sovereign right of 
the United States to insist upon a state of 
order and quietude on an island situated so 
near our own shores. It was even no more a 
question of humanity, which compels a civil- 
ized nation to protest against brutal outrages 
committed on helpless innocent creatures, The 
demands of our administration, as inspired by 
Congress, the representative of the American 
people, went a good way beyond any of these 
requirements, a settlement of which could 
have been arrived at quite easily and satis- 
factorily. 

Congress and the President chose to de- 
mand from Spain the full independence of 
Cuba, and it is this demand, which may 
involve us in war, perhaps before the present 
issue of the National Provisioner reaches the 
bulk of its readers. No sovereign nation can 
or will ever give up one of its most valuable 
possessions without being forced to it either 
by a suecessful revolution or by the armed 
intervention of another power. Spain may 
fully realize that the loss of Cuba is unavoid- 
able within a very short time, which appears 
to be certain, but as a sovereign nation she 
will not and cannot give it up without further 
struggle. Spain may be willing to grant such 
autonomy that practically nothing but her 
flag should be left as a sign of her nominal 
suzerainity, as Turkey granted to Egypt or 
Crete. But she will never relinquish this 
without a war. 

All this must be known to our executive, 
even if Congress never realized it to its full 
extent. Our demands could, therefore, not 
have been made without the knowledge of the 
awful responsibility connected with it. Nat- 
urally it is now too late to withdraw. What- 
ever consequences may be, the United States 
can no more back down. Neither will any 
of its citizens hesitate in doing his full duty 
to his country. But just this made the re- 
sponsibility so much the greater. 


TRADE SECRETS AND HONEST 
EMPLOYEES. 


The success of every business establish- 
ment, be it the smallest butcher shop or the 
largest packinghouse, depends as much upon 
the fidelity, honesty and loyalty of the em- 
ployees as it does upon the brains, energy and 
capital of the employers. No business can 
prosper where the employees do not work in 
full sympathy with their employers and in 
harmony among themselves for the joint in- 
terests of all. The advantages which one bus- 
iness has over another, whether in the su- 
perior methods of manufacture or the man- 
ner of handling goods, are trade secrets and 
business secrets, and such are prized very 
highly by those who own them and do their 
business by virtue of such ownership. The 
success of some packinghouses is entirely due 
to their method of curing their hams and pre- 
paring their bacon. Some lard rendering es- 
tablishments and refineries have made for- 
tunes through certain manufacturing secrets, 
be it the time of rendering, the material se- 
lected, the temperatures, or be it the meth- 
ods of mixing, compounding and the knowl- 











edge of the affinities of certain compounds for 
each other and the proper proportions in 
which they should be compounded. Some of 
these trade and factory secrets are the result 
of experiments, others that of the study and 
labor of years, sometimes of the entire lives 
of practical men as well as of chemists. It 
stands to reason that the owner of a large 
packing establishment, rendering works or oil 
mill cannot stand over the tub and kettle to 
make his own lard or oil in order to guard his 
secret. The successful packer cannot be called 
upon to go down to his cellar to make his 
pickle, prepare his brine and salt his hams. 
There must be and there are in this world for- 
tunately men of honor, loyalty and faith to 
whom such trade secrets can be confided and 
who will not divulge them even if a change 
in business should necessitate a separation 
from the employer. Generally, however, such 
secrets are entrusted to men who have been 
tried, who have seen years of service and 
who as sons practically inherit same from 
their fathers. What more degrading specta- 
cle can be shown than a man who has for 
ten years or more been employed in an an- 
cient and honorable house, who has enjoyed 
the confidence of his employers, father and 
son, and to whom they have given a full in- 
sight into the workings of their factory, to 
whom they have allowed access to their safes 
or desks in which they keep all the trade se- 
crets of the concern in manuscript form for 
fear that they might be lost. What could 
honest business men think of a trusted em- 
ployee who, for instance, in the darkness of 
night, should abstract such valuable manu- 
scripts from his employers, take them home, 
copy them, and then sell his employers’ prop- 
erty for a comparatively small sum to be the 
public property of all competitors. Fortun- 
ately such cases are very rare. A walk 
through the packinghouses, rendering works 
and oil mills of the United States finds in all 
of them old men in charge of the cellars, 
tanks and other departments who know the 
firm’s secrets and guard them well, and 
when you find a young man in charge of 
such an important position the chances are 
nine out of ten that his father has had charge 
of the same work before him and of the se- 
crets he guards. Trade is eminently based 
upon honesty, and -whoever shields or sup- 
ports dishonesty and _ treachery practically 
undermines the very fundaments of trade and 
prosperity. 





GIVE US A REST! 


That is the cry of the business man. When 
will he get it, if ever? Several times during 
the last year or two have the markets in pro- 
visions, pork and beef products, stimulated 
by a wholesome foreign demand, shown signs 
of activity, and the hope was entertained 
that a higher and more profitable range of 
prices would be reached. Just as promptly 
were these expectations “knocked in the 
head,”’ metaphorically speaking, by some un- 
foreseen scare, agitation or political move. 
Finally relieved from tariff agitations, the 
free silver bugbear set at rest, the yellow 
fever scare disposed of, our politicians have 
found it opportune te work up a war scare 
and to bring about a state of uncertainty, more 
dreadful to the business man than the actual 
beginning of hostilities would be. Let us have 
peace or let us have war, dreadful as the latter 
must be in its consequences, but relieve us 
from this unceasing agitation and uncertain- 
ty. Trading on the leading exchanges where 
agricultural products are dealt in, came near 
to a stardstill during several days of last 
week, as well as this week, and those who up 
to a few days ago had done a satisfactory 
business since the beginning of the year 
could be seen sitting around quietly awaitiug~ 
developments, It seems incredible that a 
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country as largely commercial as ours is, 
should’ be so frequently swayed by influences 
detrimental to. the business world at large 
and that the merchants and business men 
should be so powerless to counteract these 
influences.

ward the parcels recently bought. The East- 
ern markets had been pretty well cleaned up 
of fat backs and there are comparatively few 
lots of Eastern clear bellies on offer, but New 
York clear bellies are plenty and rather under 
neglect by the Cuban markets. The city cut- 
ters are also finding trading of a dragging 
order; they have been compelled to name 
prices for bellies, hams and shoulders upon 
80 low a basis, while the first named at a de- 
cline for the week, that in consideration as 
well of the lower prices for lard, they are 
not willing to take in the hogs freely at their 
present relatively high prices, and their cut- 
ting has fallen off in extent. There have been 
few orders received from the mining regions 
or from other miscellaneous sources of con- 
sumption for either bellies or other cuts, and 
there is an unsatisfactory condition of trade 
all around here. The lard refiners in New 
York are doing a steady, moderate business 
with the Continent and a fairly lively trad- 
ing with Brazil, but they are not having an 
active business at any time. The compound 
lard trading is distinctly dull outside of the 
usual movements to the local trade, while 
there is a good supply of the product held in 
Europe to which its own makes contribute 
more largely than usual. 

The hog supplies this week have been more 
important; they have comprised a larger num- 
ber of desirable averages, but on the whole 
they have shown the ordinary weights that 
have been noted for late supplies, and nothing 
to imply that better hogs are back in the 
country. The heavy hogs are not, however, 
commanding the premium on the other aver- 
ages which had been observable for two or 
three weeks previously, as they are less anx- 
iously wanted. The average weight of the 
hogs in the previous week had been 232 lbs., 
or the heaviest since the third week in Jan- 
uary, against 224 Ibs. in the previous week, 
and 227 Ibs. corresponding week last year. 

The government has been buying this week 
liberal quantities of meats at the West. 

The exports from the Atlantic ports in the 
previous week had over 10,000,000 lbs. more 
than for the corresponding week last year, 
and reached the enormous total of 23,224,842 
Ibs., as against 13,085,414 Ibs. last year; of 
meats they were 19,250,383 Ibs., against 13,- 
695,295 Ibs. last year; of pork, 5,801 barrels 
and 5,208 barrels respectively. 

The Chicago shipments last week were 
3,864 bbls. pork, 7,775.045 Ibs. lard and 16,- 
533,141 Ibs. meat; same week last year, 3,570 
bbls. pork, 7,370,847 lbs. lard and 12,304,787 
lbs. meats.

Some of 
them pay $16.50, but for limited quantities, 
while there are no sellers under $16.50. The 
English markets are getting along more with 
canned goods yet as they are holding small 
stocks of tierced beef they would re-supply 
at the inside price. In barreled beef there is 
missed this week the outside demand, or that 
from the government, which has taken only 
this week 300 barrels family, but the higher 
prices made in the previous week are sus- 
tained, while there is a very good trading 
with short shipping points. The city extra 
India mess quoted from $16@$16.50; barreled 
beef quoted at $9.25@$9.50 for mess, $10@ 
$11 for packet, and $11.25@$12.25 for family. 
For beef hams demands continue slack, with 
an easy market; $22.50@$23 quoted for car 
lots. 

Throughout the week there were developed 
features as follows: 

On Saturday (March 26) the opening was 
lower with hogs and the war feeling. There 
was a liberal liquidation and a considerable 
business for the close of the week. Armour 
sold ribs and bought heavy. Cudahy’s bro- 
kers were selling.

G. W. Stone was a fair seller of 
ribs. The cash trades were keeping up well. 
Receipts of hogs at the West, 61,000 head, in- 
cluding 38,000 head at Chicago; against 57,- 
500 head and 32,800 head corresponding day 
last year. The Chicago Packing Co. bought 
5,000,000 Ib ribs, and Viles-Robbins were 
buyers of lard. 

On Tuesday there was a steady market at 
the opening, followed by a complete change 
in the tone on the alarming war news, which 
caused a break of 20c. for pork and 2@5 
points for lard, with the close showing a re- 
covery of 10c. for pork, and 5 points for lard. 
Baldwin-Gurney sold 5,00 bbls. May pork and 
2,000,000 ID ribs. Hately Bros. and the Anglo 
were buying lard, and Robbins bought mod- 
erately. The packers were disposed to lend

TALLOW.—tThe brokers in New York have 
had little else to do this week but sit and hold 
their hands. It would be impossible to bring 
forward a much calmer condition of affairs 
all around than has prevailed so far as there 
has been any disposition to buy, although the 
trade has been emphatic enough in expression 
over the upset look of everything with which 
tallow is associated and through the uncer- 
tainty of the Spanish complications. Indeed 
it is doubtful if there were immediate war 
measures that produce generally would suffer 
quite so much as in the present dragged out 
controversy and the watching for effects upon 
the money market and general financial af- 
fairs. At least if there should be a further 
yielding of prices on speculative commodities, 
and with which tallow would be influenced, 
there is little doubt but that the effect that 
way would be temporary and that conditions 
generally would soon straighten out by which 
there would be a resumption of the tendency 
to stronger prices, while made more effective 
by the usual influences from the more serious 
complication of a war trouble in the event of 
the latter being the outcome. It has been im- 
possible to sell tallow this week to exporters. 
Early in the week refusals were given to 
shippers on city in hogsheads at 3 11-16, whiie 
the cables sent over did not bring back even 
an intimation that the goods were wanted just 
now at that or any other price close to it. 
There was a feeling on Wednesday that if 
a bid was made of 35 for city it would se- 
cure at least some lots, although none of the 
melters were then openly offering to sell un- 
der 3 11-16. The London sale on Wednes- 
day had shown the position there as at un- 
changed to weak prices. England has been 
getting a good deal of tallow from this coun- 
try latterly, and is in a better position to wait 
and see if the market may not go down here 
a little, and as under the influences of a pro- 
tracted holding off on its part, together with 
the other recognized dull conditions in this 
country, and which is permitting the accumu- 
lation of supplies. On Thursday while there 
was no general outward exhibition of a dis- 
position to sell city in hogsheads at 35%, there 
was no doubt but that it could be bought at 
that, while there was an entire absence of 
export or other demand for it. Yet if a sale 
does not occur at 354 before to-morrow (Fri- 
day) night the deliveries on contracts which 
will be about 225 hogsheads this week, will 
have to go in at 3 11-16 as the last previous 
sale was at that. Friday’s market will be 
found at the close of this review. A very con- 
servative calculation of the production of city 
in hogsheads now places it at within a few 
hogsheads of 900 weekly. That there should 
bea production to that extent just now, in the 
Lenten season, and which is the amount pro- 
duced 4dast week, ae well as this week, shows 

















a larger supply of fat than usual at this time 
of year, and indicates that there will be a 
very full make now right along, particular’) 
as the Lenten season is most over. There is 
a good deal of city in hogsheads now to ix 
had; there is no question but that at leasi 
1,000 hhds. could be reached this week, i: 
that amount was wanted, as all of the melt 
ers have now some to sell, as they have weil 
completed deliveries on old contracts, while 
the larger melters have some little accumula- 
tion. It is fairly impossible to sell to the home 
trade, outside of the out-of-town lots, as with 
these, in connection with the amounts thai 
they are under contract to take in weekly, 
they have every want satisfied, while their 
soap trade has not improved in any way. 
There has been a fair quantity of the country 
made supplies taken this week by the 
soap trade, in all, 425,000 Ib: they obtained 
some of the under grades as low as 3 7-16, 
and from this met 3% for prime, while for 
some choice goods to 3% paid. The melters 
in the country are letting their makes come 
forward rather readily, and it is not believed 
that they are holding liberal accumulations 
back. There has been less done in edible 
tallow; the city melters want 4% for it; some 
of them would not sell under 4%, but there 
is out-of-town edible on offer at 414; sales were 
250 tes. edible at 44%@4\%4. There has been 
very little desire to buy at the West this 
week; some edible grade has been taken there 
at 3% for 750 tes., and report had it that a 
lot of 250 tes. prime packers was also soli 
at 3%; that appeared to be the lowest price at 
which the packers grade could be obtained, 
but, at the same time, if there had been a 
disposition to sell large lots, or at all freely, it 
would not have been responded to by buy 
ers at over 3%. The supplies there have 
been naturally accumulating, but they are not 
believed to be especially burdensome; letters 
from Chicago said that No. 2 had been sold 
there last week at 2%@3; but believed to have 
been limited quantities.

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be drawn in. But stearine, as well as every- 
thing else in the provision line, awaits only 
normal conditions, or a doing away of the 
uncertainty over war, to feel the benefits of 
increased demands from enlivened movements 
in lard, and the pressers recognizing this are 
indifferent over pressing their holdings. The 
Western markets are correspondingly dull; 
there are sellers there at 45%, but orders to 
buy are at ec. under that price, and the larg- 
est consumérs are practically out of the mar- 
ket at any price, while the tanners, who are 
figuring over a small supply for their use, are 
careful not to exceed actual needs. 

Since the above was written the market in 
New York-has settled to 4 9-16 for oleo 
stearine, or at 1-16c. decline, while there have 
been 112,000 Ib taken at 4 9-16. Chicago has 
sold a limited quantity at 45%, but could not 
sell large lots at over 4%. 

LARD STEARINE.—There is a wholly 
lifeless market. There has been no material 
export inquiry, while the lard refiners seem 
to have about all of the supply they need. 
Western stock could be had, to arrive, but 
there is no immediate supply here, while city 
is used about up to its productions by the 
pressere that are lard refiners. Nominal prices 
are. 5% for Western, while city has a price 
figured upon the cost of lard when a buymg 
order appears. 

GREASE STEARINE.—While there has 
been a fair business accomplished this week 
it has been more difficult to do more than 
keep a steady market, and partly by reason of 
the easier tallow market; it is usually difficult 
to get more than a small advance for the 
stearine over the price of tallow, and it would 
be impossible to sell the latter this week, ex- 
cept at 1-16e. decline on the previous week’s 
price. There have been 75,000 ID of the 
white stearine sold at 3%, and 50,000 ID yel- 
low at 3 7-16. Quotations are 3% for white 
and 3%@31% for yellow, while at Chicago 3% 
@3% quoted for white and 34%4@3% for yel- 
low. ef 

GREASE.—Considered all around the mar- 
ket is without lively features. That is, there 
is very little export inquiry, except from Ger- 
many, and that country is not over-anxious, 
while so far as concerns French interest, and 
which had been depended upon through last 
and the previous season, it is at a standstill, 
while no one is expecting that it will amount 
to much this season, as there seems to be 
plenty of other fats there, if not an excessive 
supply. But the local pressers are in the mar- 
ket, and they are furnishing most of the trad- 
ing, since while they are not selling the oils 
at all freely they are finding a fair sale for 
the stearine. There is not an abundance of all 
grades of grease; some of the low qualities 
are pretty well sold up, although there seems 
to be a fair holding on offer of the better 
qualities. There have been sales here of 450 
tes. white at 3% for A and 3% for B; 40,000 
T bone at 3@3%; also 140 tes. yellow at 2.80. 
Chicago does not have more than a moderate 
inquiry; it. quotes its white at 34@3%, the 
inside price being for current made and not 
so white, while it has made small sales of 
brown at 24@2%, and yellow at 2%. Quota- 
tions in New York: A white at 3%@3%, B 
white at 3%@3%%4, yellow at 2%@3, bone at 3 
@3%, brown at 2%@2%. At Chicago: A 
white quoted at 34@3%. B white at 34@3\, 
yellow at 2%, brown at 24%4,@2%. 


LARD OIL.—Those dealers who do a dis- 
tributing business do not find that they are 
compelled to call npon the pressere for mate- 
rial supplies, while the pressers themselves 
in the placing of stock to the consumers 
among the manufacturing interests find a 
very conservative temper over buying. The 
setback to the lard market and the generally 
upset condition of affairs throngh the political 


trouble occasions the tameness over securing 
supplies in excess of near wants, and the dis- 
position is more to take small lots. At the 
same time the oil is hardly offered lower, since 
the feeling is that any easy tendency of the 
raw article is only momentary and that nor- 
mal conditions will soon prevail. Quotations 
are 42@45. 

CORN OIL.—There is marked indiffer- 
ence over buying here, and it is believed that 
there is less doing direct at the West, under 
the general tame condition of trading in all 
fats, while there is an uncertain look to prices 
and an impossibility of giving decided figures, 
although 3.00 to 3.20 may be quoted in a 
nominal way as covering large and small lots. 


HIDES OF AMERICAN CATTLE. 


An important point was decided by the 
Board of Customs of New York last week 
and expressed in an opinion by ex-Judge Som- 
erville in the case of Webster & Co., of Bos- 
ton. That firm imported 1,070 hides of cattle, 
which were assessed for duty by the Collector 
at Boston at 15 per cent. ad valorem. The 
importers protested, claiming that the hides 
were entitled to free entry, being a part of 
American cattle exported to Liverpool and 
slaughtered there, as shown by a consul’s cer- 
tificate. This claim was based on paragraph 
4838 of the Tariff act, which places on the free 
list “articles, the growth, produce and manu- 
facture of the United States, when returned 
after having been exported. without having 
been advanced in value, or improved in con- 
dition by any process of manufacture or other 
means.” The protest was overruled, and the 
Collector’s decision affirmed, on the ground 
that the hides had been advanced in value 
by a process of salting and disinfection.

QUARANTINE OF CATTLE. 


The subject of cattle quarantine has of late 
assumed special importance. This is not be- 
cause of any alarming prevalence of con- 
tagious or infectious diseases on the ranch or 
farm. One reason is because of a recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States; the other on account of a movement 
in California for a material modification of 
the existing quarantine against the cattle of 
the Southwest. 

A San Francisco dispatch asserts that un- 
less this quarantine is modified so that the 
cattle in that State can be shipped out not 
less than 100,000 head in California will 
starve to death before the summer is over. 
To any one acquainted with the pasturage of 
that region this statement is not improbable. 
Nor does it follow by any means that because 
there may be contagious disease in some 
Southwestern herds there is any danger from 
California. The Pacific coast is distinct from 
what is commonly included in the term South- 
west. It is the duty of the Department of 
Agriculture, the Bureau of Animal Industry 
especially, to look carefully into the facts, 
and not to do any injustice. California cat- 
tle have the reputation of being free from 
disease, and in specially good condition in the 
spring. 

The decision referred to is to the effect that 
a State has a right to quarantine against in- 
fected cattle. The case arose under a statute 
of Kansas prohibiting the bringing into the 
State of cattle supposed to be infected with 
Texas fever, as it is called. The judges 
agreed in upholding the law. Judge Brewer 
alone dissenting. This great jurist was ap- 
pointed to the Supreme Bench of the Nation 
from Kansas. 

The statute which was thus brought to a 
constitutional test is by no means new in its 
essential character. As long ago as 1867 the 
State of Illinois adopted a somewhat similar 
prohibition, the cattle then barred out of this 
State during a certain period of the year be- 
ing known as “Cherokee,” and later “Texas” 
cattle, were included in the prohibition. Our 
stock raisers complained that while the ani- 
mals seemed to be sound in every way they 
communicated a disease which was fatal to 
our home stock in the same pasture or yard. 
It long ago became a dead letter, and was 
finally dropped out of the revision. It was 
thought that the long drive over the plains 
bred the disease, and that when transporta- 
tion by rail took the place of driving the dis- 
ease itself disappeared. 

The Kansas law differs from the old Illinois 
law in holding responsible the railroad bring- 
ing the infectious cattle into the State. The 
effect of the decision is liable to be injurious 
to the Kansas farmers. The railroads may be 
obliged, in self protection, to refuse to take 
cattle shipments from the Southwest to 
points in Kansas to be fattened for the mar- 
ket on Kansas corn. 

This whole subject of quarantine, ineclud- 
ing yellow fever, smallpox and other conta- 
gious human diseases, is under consideration 
by the health authorities, national and local. 
The tendency is toward the general policy of 
extending the national jurisdiction, even at 
the South, where State rights are still assert- 
ed, and, while there is jealousy of the en- 
croachment, there is marked tendency to the 
national policy, especially in the case of yel- 
low fever.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

CATTLE.—The trading in fat well finished 
eattle for the past week was rather limited 
indeed. The producers of such cattle in the 
country, in a very commendable manner, held 
back from rushing them to the market, where 
they would have met a decidedly lower basis 
of value; and, taking it as a whole, there is 
fully a difference of 40c. per 100 ID in the 
sales of well finished cattle sold last week 
and those sold two weeks ago. The country 
holders may deem themselves very fortunate 
in not facing the same conditions as faced 
them one year ago—now money is fairly plen- 
tiful, there is no pressure on the bankers to 
collect their notes, for bankers last year seem 
to have lost their heads in the manner of forc- 
ing sales of cattle; they evidently did not care 
whether the farmer was bankrupt or not in 
the operation; also, feed is plentiful; there- 
fore, the farmers are losing nothing by hold- 
ing such stock. There is, however, what 
seems to be a well grounded rumor that, tak- 
ing it as a whole, there are less fat cattle 
feeding this year than corresponding time last 
year. The highest price paid on Monday for 
the best cattle on the market, some 1,209-ID 
average, $4.70. On Tuesday some better cat- 
tle were offered of 1,457-ID average, and $5 
paid; but, in fact, the absence of any quantity 
of good choice native cattle fit for export, 
made the exporters indifferent to the few that 
were offered. On Wednesday some 1,567-ID 
average went at $5.05. On Thursday and Fri- 
day some remarkably well finished cattle of- 
fered of some 1,350-ID average, for which the 
highest price for the week was paid on both 
days, $5.15, but the amount of cattle sold at 
$5 and over during the past week very small 
indeed. The cows and heifers were remark- 
ably scarce during the entire week, and some 
cowe of 1,120-ID average and 1,370-ID aver- 
age sold as high as $4.25. The demand for 
heifers exceeded by far the supply, and some 
1,040-ID average went as high as $4.55. There 
is no doubt but during the past week more 
heifers were sold at a basis of $4 and over 
than have been sold in this market for some 
time past. Bulls were fairly liberal, and 
while the bulk of them went at $3.25@$3.50, 
still other odd lots of 1,850-ID average went 
at $4, and a few of 1,900-ID average went as 
high as $4.20. Fed Texas steers were only in 
limited supply; some 1,245-Ib average went as 
high as $4.25. Fed Texas cows were remark- 
ably scarce. Western steers of 1,432-ID aver- 
age sold as high at $4.30. Western cows of 
1,220-ID average as high as $4. Western heif- 
ere of 790-ID average as high as $4.25. Some 
Western bulls of 1,090-ID average sold at 
$3.75. A bunch of 147 Indian steers of 1,050- 
ID average sold at $4.20. Some Arizona 
steers of 1,120-ID average sold at $4. Some 





Colorado steers of 1,330-ID average sold at 
$4.65. The Southern or quarantine division 
was not represented by any large amount. A 
bunch of 300 Texas of 860-ID average sold at 
$3.95. The highest price for the week, a 
bunch of 1,019-Ib average, $4.50; several lots 
sold at $4.30. Cows were scarce; some of 1,- 
074-Ib average sold at $3.70. Heifers of 870, 
$4. Bulls of 1,240-ID average, $3.25. The 
feeder trade was rather a disspiriting one, 
while the number offered not over-large; still, 
with the unsettled condition of national af- 
fairs at Washington, the farmers are acting 
with a very commendable carefulness. While 
the fancy grades are finding purchasers at 
full market prices, anything of an off charac- 
ter, neglected. The experience of the past 
weeks of the speculators have made them 
very cautious, as hardly one of them who 
touched the rougher cattle but lost consider- 
able money. They are therefore very cautious 
in speculative purchases. The Fort Worth 
Convention, after all, hag not been barren of 
results, as several trades commenced during 
that convention have now been consummated. 
Among the larger sales, a bunch of 15,000 two 
and three-year-old steers changed hands for 
$400,000; a mixed lot of 13,000, purchased by 
a Kansas City firm for $260,000, and Swift 
and Company have purchased—the price not 
reported—some 70,000 head of sheep. During 
the past week the export men shipped 22 
ears to the seaboard; their record last week 
76 cars; for corresponding week one year ago 
142 cars. Feeders sent to the country during 
the past week 248 cars, against 373 cars for 
previous week, against 203 cars for corres- 
ponding week one year ago. Among the out- 
side purchasers of cattle were the following: 
Eastman 81 head, Ackerman 109 head, Ball- 
ing 47 head and Swift 201 head. 


HOGS.—The depression of the provision 
market showed very plainly in the price of 
hogs for the past week. The speculative de- 
mand being in a great measure curtailed, the 
packers were not very strong buyers; their 
seeming indifference on some days gave them 
cheaper hogs, and as the four leading mar- 
kets gave an increase of receipts of some 
20,000 over that of the previous week, it gave 
them a leverage to command lower prices. On 
Monday tops were $3.87. Tuesday and 
Wednesday saw them $3.90; for the few 
loads on Thursday and Friday the few tops 
selling ranged at $3.85, and Saturday the tops 
were purchased at $3.80. The bulk on Mon- 
day and Tuesday stood at $3.70@$3.85; on 
Wednesday a nickel was taken off of that 
price, and Thursday and Friday the bulk 
went at $3.60@$3.75, with Saturday a still 
lower notch and the market closed at $3.60@ 
$3.70. Some Southern hogs on the market, 
but a good many of them sold for just as high 
a price as the native class. The quality for 
the whole week was very fair indeed. Pigs 
had a varying fortune, ranging during the 
week from $3.25@$3.65. There is quite a dif- 
ference between the price of past week and 
that of corresponding week one year ago. The 
highest price paid for tops during the past 
week $3.90, while the highest price paid in 
the corresponding week in 1897 $4.1714, show- 
ing a difference of 27%4c. per 100 ID. The 
highest price paid for the bulk during the past 
week $3.85, while that of the corresponding 
week one year ago $4.10, an even 25c. differ- 
ence. Outside purchasers took some 3,747 
head—the destinations: Omaha 8 cars, New 
York 7 cars, Milwaukee 8 cars, Patterson 2 
care with Chicago and Louisville 1 car each. 

SHEEP.—A shortage of some 14,000 head 
of sheep in the four leading markets had the 
effect of holding the price of sheep very firm 
indeed. The receipts in Kansas City were 
only half that of the receipts of correspond- 
ing week one year ago. The demand for mut- 
ton sheep was a great deal larger than the 





supply, as the offerings to a large extent were 
composed of lambs. Some 71 spring lambs of 
about 42-Ib average sold at $8 per 100 TD. A 
bunch of 500 Colorado lambs of 77-ID aver- 
age sold at $5.20, and two bunches of about 
800 head, ranging from 75 to 89-IbD average, 
sold at $5.30; 509 New Mexican lambs, fin- 
ished in Colorado, of 79-Ib average, sold at 
$5.20. Another bunch of 995 of 71-ID aver- 
age, sold at $5.30. A bunch of 556 New 
Mexican, finished in Kansas, of 68-ID aver- 
age, sold at $5.15. <A bunch of 538 Kansas 
lambs of 76-IbD average at $5.15; 963 Western 
yearlings of 76-ID average sold at $4.60; 410 
Western shearlings and yearlings of 108 sold 
at $4.40. A bunch of 759 New Mexican of 
88-ID average sold at $4.50. A bunch of 718 
scabby lambs of 68-IbD average sold at the re- 
markable good price of $4.65. On the whole 
the sheep men could easily congratulate them- 
selves that they had the best of last week’s 
market, and, taking the quality of the offer- 
ings into consideration, there was no decline 
from former price. 


IMPORTATION OF PROVISIONS 
INTO CANADA. 


The trade returns for January and Febru- 
ary this year show a decided increase in the 
importation of provisions such as lard, meats, 
ets., into Canada as compared with the cor- 
responding months last year. 

During January and February, 1897, the 
total importations were valued at $75,572, 
and in January and February, this year, the 
value reached was $176,569, or an increase 
of 160 per cent. 

This increase is largely due to the imports 
into British Columbia. In Ontario and Que- 
bee there has been a decrease, if anything, in 
the importations, though a slight increase in 
the importation may have been experienced 
in the maritime provinces. 

To Vancouver, Victoria, etc., the frejght 
rate for provisions from Toronto is $1.80 per 
ewt., while from exporting points on the Pa- 
cific coast of the United States the rates are 
from 20 to 40c. per cwt. This, combined 
with the lower price, though poorer quality 
of United States provisions, has to a large 
extent offset the duty of 2c. per Ib charged 
on lard, hams and bacon, and the large de- 
mand for these goods for Klondike consump- 
tion has naturally tended to cause a material 
increase in the import. 

Meanwhile, the Canadian provision market 
was never in better condition than at present. 
With lard well cleared up and in good de- 
mand; the demand for barrel pork fully equal 
to the supply; long clear bacon rather scarce, 
and a growing demand for all Canadian 
meats in Britain, packers here look with 
equanimity at even such a material increase 
of importation.—Ex. 








HOG RAISING IN TEXAS. 


From the Chicago Drovers’ Journal. 

The shortage of cattle in Texas has awak- 
ened the interest of farmers to other pursuits 
than that of raising cattle. There is a vast 
area of Texas not fit for any other purpose 
than that of grazing cattle, but in many 
places the soil is well adapted to agriculture, 
and many products can be successfully raised 
that heretofore have been imported. During 
the past year Texas farmers have had time 
to think this over, and the result is that 
many are branching out on different lines. 
More attention is being paid to hog raising 
than ever before, and it has been discovered 
that just as good hogs can be raised in Texas 
as anywhere else. Diversified farming is gen- 
erally the best if conducted on a moderate 
scale. 
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COTTONSEED OIL. 
WEEKLY REVIEW. 
A WAITING, NOMINAL MARKET. 


An almost complete paralysis of trade in 
cotton oil this week can be attributed to more 
than one circumstance. It has, of course, fol- 
lowed that the exciting political news has 
had some effect, but this has been more in- 
directly than bearing upon the product direct. 
That there would be loss of export trade in 
the oil in the event of the more serious out- 
come of war over the Spanish complication, 
could not be regarded as probable so far as 
affecting the more important sources of con- 
sumption in Europe, while the abridgment 
that way would probably only be with the 
consuming sources of Spain. So far as inter- 
fering with material outlets for the oil, an 
issue of war would not be damaging, and in 
the long run the latter would influence values 
without much doubt, in the usual influences 
therefrom that affect general merchandise to 
higher prices. But caution is indulged in and 
general speculative operations are modified 
naturally in the present period of suspense 
over the outcome of the political trouble, and 
largely through probable effects upon the 
money market, although just now speculators 
if so inclined could get money accommoda- 
tions as readily as at any time before the re- 
cent excitement, although they would have 
the apprehension in the event of trouble that 
the loans would be called in to necessitating a 
sacrificing of their holdings on speculative 
ventures. The timidity of speculators has 
been shown markedly in the provision mar- 
ket, and with which cotton oil is in close as- 
sociation, and through which it derives in part 
weakness or strength, according to influences 
bearing upon it and their developments, while 
the degree of depression induced by a possible 
more serious result of the political complica- 
tion has been brought about this week by 
contrast with the sharp reactions to advanced 
prices on provisions that took place and was 
held for a brief time, on the assurance early 
in the week of a possible peaceful solution of 
the Spanish trouble, while it was followed by 
the more warlike news to breaking the pro- 
vision market to its lower basis, although af- 
terwards recovering. At the same time the 
feeling is that with war or no war that pro- 
visions are about on the bottom basis, and 
that the worst possible development has been 
pretty well discounted; this was made rather 
clear on Wednesday and Thursday of this 
week, when with the wires giving almost mo- 
mentarily one piece or another of startling 
news concerning the excitement in Washing- 
ton, the speculators were holding on to their 
provision deals with a good grip and support- 
ing the prices very well, while cotton oil upon 
days seemed to be coming out of its 
condition, and there were fewer sellers 
of it, except at the price claimed in the pre- 
vious week by the larger holders, and which 
was at 2214 for prime yellow in the New 
York market, although there were small lots 
obtained upon that day at 22, while there 
were no buyers above that inside price. But 
no one should expect any material increase 
of demand until there are more settled ideas 
over the near future. But the cotton oil 
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trade has had a siege of dullness running 
over quite a month’s time, and it is apparent 
therefore that more than an influence from 
the provision market or possibilities of outside 
trouble have to do with it. A good deal of 
stress has been laid upon the possible action 
of the French Chamber of Deputies over the 
duty question. No one feels assured that its 
action may not be to advance the duties from 
6 frances to 25 frances, as it proposes by a bill 
before it; yet at the same time there are no 
reports of any material character forward 
concerning its probable movement either way, 
while only a few days more remain for any 
conclusion in that quarter: the Assembly 
there adjourns the day before Easter, or April 
9. It would seem as though if there was 
much of an apprehension on the part of the 
Frenchmen that the duty on cotton oil in 
their country would be advanced that they 
would have before this been urged to take up 
supplies here more freely. It has been a mat- 
ter of a considerable time, this agitation of 
an increased duty in France, and even with 
the consideration that the proposed bill, if it 
became a law, would go into effect at once, 
which is hardly probable, the delay in its be- 
ing carried through, and which could have 
been counted upon as certain in the recent 
past, would have been taken into considera- 
tion by the usual buyers of the oil, and they 
would have shown their interest in the mar- 
ket at any time within a month; as it has 
been that period of time has exhibited about 
the dullest disposition to take supplies by 
France in the entire season. The more con- 
vincing argument, in accounting for the slack 
French demands, which source of trade had 
previously for the season been the most im- 
portant in foreign directions, while to be re- 
lied upon chiefly in the future in the helping 
out to reducing any accumulations here, is 
the fact that the Marseilles market is largely 
overstocked, as it had indulged in buying here 
through the fall and early winter months, 
and as then attracted by the low prices of 
the oil in connection with the higher figures 
by comparison of other competing fats, and 
that it has now a supply of cotton oil that it 
will take some time to reduce or to bring to 
comfortable carrying proportions, and that it 
does not care to buy further here unless the 
market gets down to about the basis at which 
it secured most of its oil early in the season, 
and which is about %ec. under the current 
prices, except perhaps as it may get fright- 
ened in the event of any sudden turn to 
strength here from other influences and rush 
in; which latter may be possible in the be- 
lief that it is held there that any possible sup- 
ply of cotton oil that it may hold will bé 
wanted before the next crop, on the brisk 
consumption in that country by the soap and 
compound lard manufacturers. The indiffer- 
ence of the export markets over buying has 
extended to tallow and other greases this 
week, while there has been a notable loss of 
the trading from the French markets this 
season in greases, of which in the previous 
year it had bought extensively. 

The Western lard refiners have been unwill- 
ing to buy materially this week the oil at the 
mills, notwithstanding they could probably 
secure a greater number of small lots at the 
inside figures of the previous week, but their 
immediate outlook for trading in compound 


lard is not encouraging, and they feel that if 
they are to further stock up with the oil that 
they would rather wait to see the weakness 
in it entirely eliminated. As concerns the soap 
trade, it is holding enough of the oil for near 
use, and is quite as indifferent over buying 
cotton oil as it is of tallow. Some of the 
mills in Northern Texas and many in the 
Mississippi Valley are running, while along 
the near Atlantic coast sections they are well 
closed up for the season. The amount of oil 
in sight should be no way depressing in its 
volume, while under the ordinary demands of 
even this season of the year it would en- 
courage marked strength over the prices, 
while most of the larger mills are carrying 
their holdings with confidence and with the 
belief that the late future will throw the mar- 
ket much more in their favor. The holders 
of oil in New York receive instructions, most 
of them, to hold at at least 22% for prime 
yellow, however difficult it is to sell at present 
over 22, and the very moderate wants even 
at 22, while only limited quantities have been 
placed at 22. There was little question but 
that speculators would have taken hold of 
prime yellow at 22 if the outside unsettled 
conditions had not come in to intervene, but 
just now speculators do not care to touch any 
merchandise for a long pull. 

There have been sales of 450 bbls. crude in 
New York at 1914@20, nearly all at 1914, and 
the refiners seem willing to take up the mod- 
erate arrivals at the 1914 price, rather than 
meet even 15 for the tank lots at the mills, 
although they could not get much at 15. 
There is hardly any off grade crude arriving 
here as yet, and which is a singular circum- 
stance for this time of year. The mills have 
been selling a little crude in tanks; near At- 
lantie coast points let go 6 or 7 tanks at 15, 
and 5 tanks at 15144@15, but while it is hard 
to get over 15 there, the mills only here and 
there will sell at that, and then only the 
smaller ones, and as covering only a tank or 
two. The Mississippi Valley in taking in 
seed later than other sections is getting a 
supply of off grade crude, and has probably 
as well more prime crude to sell just now than 
other localities, where sales have been made 
of 9 tanks at 1544@15%, and off crude at 14% 
@14%. In prime yellow in New York there 
have been sales of 1,400 bblis., in lots, at 22, 
and 400 bbls., on brand, at 22%, while 600 
bbls. off grade brought 211%. White oil has 
had rather more attention and has been sold 
at 25 for 500 bbls. The shipments of oil are 
somewhat larger, but they are covering par- 
cels bought some time since at the South, and 
are now on through shipments, while Gal- 
veston and New Orleans are at present hav- 
ing a very indifferent trading with the export- 
ers as well as the New York market, although 
those points could offer more off grade oil 
that the New York market, as well as a fair 
quantity of prime oil. 

The English market has hardly moved this 
week, while it appears to be getting rid of its 
productions promptly, and notwithstanding 
that its outputs have not diminished, as 
Egyptian seed is arriving out steadily to a 
fair extent. 

To-day (Friday) there was no change in any 
particular from the position forced previously 
through the week, and as noted in our review. 





While lard and the general provision market 
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seems to be holding up fairly well for the day, 
despite the outlook for war. yet there is 
naturally calm trading in it, and correspond- 
ing inaction is as well noted for cotton oil. 
There was nothing done for the day beyond 
the picking up of small lots and as they came 
on offer from parties who would rather sell 
and clean up than store. The refiners here are 
still unwilling to buy at the mills more than 
small lots, and then insisting on easy prices, 
while the West remains dull over buying.

DETECTING ADULTERANTS IN 
LARD. 


According to a patient investigator who 
writes in a foreign journal the easiest and 
surest way of detecting the presence of pork 
drippings as an adulterant of lard is by the 
simple process of melting the suspected ar- 
ticle, the melting point varying according to 
the decree of impurity. 

He gives the ‘melting points of certain pure 
and mixed commercial lards as follows:

“It is an acknowledged fact.” he says, “that 
the manufacturer melts down the whole avail- 
able fat of the pig; but, should the product be 
ealled lard? Certainly not. any more than 
beef drippings is entitled to the name of suet. 
Lard is the fat from the omentum, or ‘leaf’ 
of the pig, and from no other part. The meli- 
ing point of lard is of the highest importance 
when it is used for making pastry. The 
quality of the crust materially depends upon 
it. In the hands of a good cook pure lard 
furnishes a puff paste an inch or more in 
thickness, while lard of 95 deg. melting point 
yields a tough, hard crust. unbreakable by a 
spoon. I have purposely had experiments 
made under my supervision with lards of va- 
rious melting points; and the rise in the crust 
was exactly proportional with the rise of the 
melting point of the lard employed. It is a no- 
ticeable fact that pure lard always solidifies 
with a crinkled surface. while shop lard is 
perfectly smooth.”

KANSAS CITY. 


HIDES.—During the first half of the past 
week, with the exception of one carload gold, 
the market was, to-use a common expression, 
“dead as a door nail’ in Kansas City. The 
uncertainty of Washington made the tanners 
very conservative, and this had not the usual 
marked effect on the larger packers, who still 
could not bring themselves to believe in lower 
prices. Towards the end of the week, how- 
ever, some of the tanners, especially some 
larger ones, more inclined to purchase, and 
about 9,000 hides changed hands. A conces- 
sion of 4c. was made on Texas, butts and 
Colorados, but it was seemingly impossible to 
move native stock. The constant offerings 
had a bad effect on the tanners, who grew 
more conservative and only answered tele- 
grams and letters by the curt reply that “ai 
present out of the market.” Under these cir- 
cumstances the larger packers ceased to make 
any further concession in prices, preferring 
to await the issue of the news from Washing- 
ton, as they are of the opinion that owing to 
the scarceness in the slaughter of natives, and 
to the general short supply of such for the 
next four months to come, with the splendid 
condition of the country in general, there is 
no need of them to sacrifice their holdings, as 
in a month from now tanners will be 
stumbling over one another to purchase their 
native stock at present prices. The whole 
market, then, may be styled a waiting one, 
with Texas selling strong at 9%c., butte 9%4c., 
Colorados 8'4c., native steers lle. and light 
native cows an unknown quantity, as the 
packers here are seemingly not willing to sell 
for the even money of 10c. 

SHEEPSKINS.—The decreased receipts of 
sheep during the past week had, to be sure, 
a marked effect on the packers’ slaughter, so 
that the present holdings of all the packers 
combined is not large. The largest slaughter- 
ers still inclined to take a future risk, ship- 
ping the bulk of their production to their 
own pulleries. The late sales of Western 
wools at the Eastern markets at an excep- 
tional lower figure had its effect on the other 
packers here; 10,000 sheepskins, mostly 
lambs, changed hands, but at a price “strictly 
confidential,”” which, to be sure, under this 
caption, means a lower price than the pack- 
ers had been offering them at. The sales of 
the Western wools at such low figures was 
quite a surprise, and it was held by some to 
be wools that were purchased eighteen months 
ago at a very low figure, which the holders— 
with the prospects of a large clip before them 
—thought better to clear out the older and 
stock up a-fresh with the light and bright

JULIENNE SOUP IN CANS. 

Take 100 ID carrots, scraped and finely cut 
by machine; 28 to 30 ID white turnips, pre- 
pared in the same manner; 25 ID onions, 
peeled and cut in strips; 20 ID leeks, cut in 
dice; 20 ID celery, finely cut; 7 ID lettuce, 
finely cut. If lettuce cannot be obtained, cab- 
bage cooked for five minutes in boiling water 
may be substituted. 

In 1-ID cans put 3 ounces of vegetables, and 
fill the can to weight (17 ounces) with soup 
made of 45 gallons clear jelly, 50 gallons 
fresh beef essence, boiled down one-third; 2 
gallons mushroom catsup, 6 ID salt, 10 ounces 
white pepper and 2 ounces mace. 

These materials are thoroughly mixed, 
strained through a hair sieve or flannel 
bag, and then poured into the cans, which are 
wiped clean, capped (with open vents), and in- 
spected for leaks. The cans are next placed 
in the retorts on trays, the retorts closed and 
steamed for 1% hours at 2 ID pressure, with 
closed exhaust. 

At the end of this time the steam is blown 
off slowly. The vents of the cans are closed 
as soon as possible, and the cans returned to 
the retort and boiled off for 14% hours at 9 Ib 
pressure. The steam is again blown off, the 
cans taken out and showered with cold water 
until cool. 

All large canning houses have a shower 
room adjoining the label room, where cans are 
taken after the “processing.” 

In some shower rooms there is a system of 
overhead water pipes, perforated, that 
when cans are taken from retorts hot, they 
are placed under the shower pipes a few min- 
utes until cool enough to handle by hand, then 
taken out and piled up under the shower pipes 
until entirely cooled; consequently when the 
wash machine is etarted in the morning the 
cans are cooled and ready. Care should be 
taken to save labor by piling the cans as near 
the wash machine as possible. 

For carrying cans to and from retorts use 
flat, four wheeled platform trucks about 1 
foot high and capable of holding one batch 
or retort full of cans. For hoisting cans in 
and out of the retorts use a tackle consisting 
of two 6-inch pulleys double, or two sheaves 
in each pulley, connected with a traveler on a 
track centering over each retort, so when the 
trays are hoisted out of the retort they can 
run on the traek directly over the truck, and 
be lowered thereon. This saves time and 
labor.

FEEDING AND BREEDING STEERS. | 
By Prof. F. B. Mumford, Missouri Agricul- | 
tural College. 

The illustration herewith presented was | 
prepared for the students of the Missouri 
Agricultural College, for the purpose of aid- 
ing in the study of beef cattle, both from the 
standpoint of the feeder and the breeder. The 
diagram is based upon figures secured from 
Swift and Company, the Chicago and Kansas 
City packers. It is primarily intended to 
show how a beef animal is cut up, and the 
names of the various parts. It is also useful | 
in studying the relative weights of the various 
cuts, and is very suggestive as indicating the | 
reasons why one lot of steers brings a higher 
price than another lot of the same age and 
weight. In addition to the above, the dia- 
gram is of great interest as indicating the dif- 
ference in value of the various cuts and their 
importance in determining the value of fat 
To the breeder this illustration is of 
the greatest significance. 

From the farmer’s standpoint a fat steer is 
a manufactured article, and like all other 
manufacturers, he aims to produce the article

The 
teaching is plain. A slight differénce in, the 
development of the loin, for example, may 
cause a considerable difference in the quan- 
tity of the valuable porterhouse cut, and, con- 
sequently, in the value of the animal. 





We must pay more attention to the selection 
of the steers for fattening. We must select 
steers that show a tendency to a broad loin, 
a long, level rump, a straight back, flanks low 
down and thick, broad thigh, extending well 
down to the hock, and all these should 
be associated with a mellow, velvety skin 
of medium thickness. Such a steer will be an 
economical feeder, and when fattened will 
bring the top price of the market.

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most in demand. How ghall he accomplish 
this? What shall be the real aim of the mod- 
ern breeder of beef cattle? What particular 
lines of improvement offer opportunities for 
the greatest success? These questions and 
others are suggested by a careful study of the 
diagram herewith. 

In the first place, let us consider this illus- 
tration from the standpoint of the feeder. 
There are at least two methods of making the 
feeding of beef animals more profitable. First, 
by better methods of feeding, thus reducing 
the cost of production; and, second, by pro- 
ducing a more valuable article, or, in other 
words, feeding better steers. What advan- 
tage has a good grade Shorthorn or Hereford 
steer over a native or scrub? Surely not a 
great advantage in the gain made from the 
same quantity of food, for careful experi- 
ments have shown that a native will often put 
on as much gain as a high grade. Wherein 
then sha!! we look for the superior excellence 
of the grade over the native? Not now con- 
sidering the factor of early maturing, the 
main difference lies in the increased value of 
the fattened grade. He always brings a 
greater price per pound at the time of selling. 
He brings a greater price because he has a 
greater proportion of the valuable butchers’ 
cuts, as shown in the diagram. This diagram 
represents a good 1,200-pound steer, dressing 
about 800 pounds and furnishing about 708 
pounds of marketable meat. Of this 
pounds 362 pounds, including the neck, chuck, 
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ribs, plate, flank, shin and shank, are sold 
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But perhaps this diagram is of even greater 
interest to the breeder as indicating the road 
to a permanent and lasting success. It is a 
universal law of breeding that the fewer the 
number of the qualities selected for the pur- 
pose of improvement the greater will be the 
success along the chosen lines. It is the aim of 
every breeder to excel in the direction of some 
valuable quality. In breeding dairy animals, 
the cow that can make 500 pounds of butter 
in a year ig seldom interrogated as to whether 
her tongue is white or black. In the improve- 
ment of beef animals, likewise, we should pay 
more attention to the fundamental beef quali- 
ties, and perhaps less to the color and other 
fancy-bred points. We must pay particular 
attention to the development of those parts 
which make the steer worth more money 
when fattened. There is no denying the fact 
that at the present time in this country the 
real end to be sought in breeding improved 
beef cattle is supplying a better grade of 
steers for fattening. The real evidences of 
improvement must always come from the 
block, and for the present we must depend 
upon the grade steer to furnish these evi- 
dences.—“The Beef Steer (and His Sister.)”

By Dr. D. A. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. 


As another line of sanitary study the Zoo- 
logical Laboratory has prepared for the use 
of the Bureau inspectors a bulletin on certain 
animal! parasites found in meats, with special 
reference to their direct or indirect transmis- 
sibility to man. Most important among these 
is the “Echinococcus hydatid,” which appear- 
ed to be more common in this country than 
formerly supposed, As this is the cause of a 
very fatal disease in man, it behooves sani- 
tary officials to take early and proper precau- 
tions to prevent its further spread. 


MEAT 


Various laboratory and field experiments 
upon scab have been begun and are still in 
progress. 


For about two months the entire attention 
of this laboratory was occupied with a study 
of the parasites of the fur seal, undertaken at 
the request of the U. 8. Treasury Depart- 
ment. An extensive report on the subject has 
been submitted to the U. 8S. Seal Commission 
for publication. 

Owing to the unsatisfactory state of knowl- 
dertake considerable study of a very special- 
sites it is necessary for this laboratory to un 
edge concerning most of the American para- 
ized and technical nature. One bulletin, half 
of which was comprised of technical details, 
on the parasites of poultry has been issued, 
and a technical bulletin on certain parasites 
of hares and rabbits and their relation to the 
parasites of cattle, sheep and horses, pro- 
pared by this laboratory, has been published 
by the National Museum. 

Finally, the laboratory has made an exten- 
sive study of all the various codes of zoolog- 
ical nomenclature in preparation for the meet- 
ing of the International Commission on 
Zoological Nomenclature, at which this De 
partment was represented. This movement, 
inaugurated by the last International Zoolog- 
ical Congress, has resulted in final mutual 
concession on the part of scientific men of dif- 
ferent countries, and the few remaining 
points of disagreement in this subject have 
been done away with, and we now have a 
completely uniform set of technical names in 
all countries. 


WORK FOR THE FISCAL YEAR ENDING JUNE 30: 
1898. 

EXTENSION OF MEAT INSPECTION. 

The most pressing work of this Bureau for 
the coming year is the extension of the meat 
inspection to abattoirs engaged in an inter- 
state business which have not yet been in- 
cluded in the service. Until all the establish- 
ments which kill for shipment in other States 
have been included the ébject of the law in 
preventing the sale of diseased carcasses for 
human food will not be accomplished, and 
there will be a discrimination in favor of 
those which have received the inspection and 
against those which have not been able to ob- 
tain it. There is also a demand for increased 
microscopic inspection, which is necessary to 
permit the marketing of American pork prod- 
ucts in the principal countries of Continental 
Europe. The exports of these products 
fluctuate largely from year to year, according 
to the condition of the market, and conse- 
quently it is imposible to foresee the expendi- 
ture which will be necessary to properly pro- 
vide for the trade. There should either be 


an emergency fund which can be drawn upon 
for this purpose or the Department should be 
authorized to charge a reasonable sum, say 5 
cents per specimen, for the microscopic inspec- 
tion, and the sum so collected should become 
additional to the appropriation, so that any 
with, 


demands made might be complied 
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While I believe the general inspection of 
meats for sanitary purposes should be made 
by the government without charge to the 
slaughterers, the microscopic inspection is to 
a great extent a commercial inspection, and 
the cost of it could be more legitimately as- 
sessed against the trade which it benefits. If 
the packers pay the cost of the inspection, 
there would be no longer any reason for de- 
clining to grant it to all who apply for it, and 
the inspection could be applied to as small 
pieces of pork as was deemed advisable. At 
present the inspection is demanded of pieces 
weighing only from 1% to 3 pounds, and on 
account of the cost of inspecting such small 
pieces a limit of weight has been set (5 
pounds), which is more or less unsatisfactory 
to the trade. 

The inspection of export animals must be 
continued in order to certify to their health- 
fulness and maintain the market which has 
been secured for them in other countries. At 
present our live animals are shut out of most 
of the countries of Continental Europe, and it 
is only by inspection and certifying to their 
healthfulness that we can hope to have these 
markets reopened. 


INSPECTION AND QUARANTINE OF 
IMPORTED ANIMALS. 


The inspection and quarantine of imported 
animals must also be continued, in order to 
prevent the introduction of contagious dis- 
While much progress has been made 
in the control of contagious diseases in the 
HDuropean countries from which our stockmen 
import live animals, most of these countries 
are now affected with either pleuro-pneumonia 
or foot-and-mouth disease, or both. The 
prospects are that there will be more impor- 
tations from Europe during the coming year 
than for several years back, and consequent- 
ly the expense of this inspection may be some- 
what increased.

CATTLE AFFECTED WITH TEXAS 
FEVER. 

The inspection and quarantine of cattle 
from the Texas fever district is an extremely 
important branch of the service, and it needs 
constant attention to prevent the infection 
of the central stockyards, and the wide- 
spread dissemination of the contagion. When 
we consider that the quarantine line separat- 
ing the infected from the uninfected district 
of the country extends from the Atlantic 
coast on the east to the Pacific coast on the 
west, and is over 4,000 miles in length, the 
difficulty of preventing violations of the regu- 
lations and the unlawful movement of in- 
fected stock can be appreciated. During the 
present year there have been more violations 
of the quarantine than for several years, ow- 
ing no doubt, to the increased demand for 
stock cattle. It will be necessary to take in- 
creased precautions during the next year to 
prevent the movement of cattle contrary to 
the regulations, or great damage to the do- 
mestic and export trade and a heavy loss of 
stock will result. The force during the pres- 
ent year is not sufficient to properly guard the 
line.

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SOAP MAKING. 
No. 87. 
PALM OIL STOCK SOAP FOR MILLED SOAPS. 


Palm oil is seldom used alone for making 
the stock for milled soaps, the most usual 
practice being to mix it with tallow, hog fat, 
ete., on account of an impression that these 
animal fats render the soap more supple. 
This, notwithstanding experience, has shown 
that an addition of 10 to 15 per cent. of cocoa- 
nut oil alone is sufficient to attain the sanx 
end. To obtain a perfectly pure stock soap 
of this class it is imperatively necessary to 
use only the best sorts—Lagos oil if possible. 
Since, however, this is seldom to be obtained 
quite fresh, but generally contains some free 
fatty acid, a somewhat stronger lye is neces- 
sary than in the case of the tallow. 

In working with 4,000 parts (kilos.) of fats, 
3,400 of palm oil, 200 of hog fat and 400 of 
cocoanut oil are used to make up that quan- 
tity, and for saponification about 2,400 parts 
of 12 deg. to 15 deg. lye will be required. 
When crutched into the melted fat this will 
form an emulsion, and after prolonged boil- 
ing, will develop a weak homogeneous paste, 
which will exhibit neither excess of lye nor 
unsaponified fats. The boiling must proceed 
quietly, or the cocoanut oil will partly separ- 
ate out, in which event some stronger (20 deg. 
B.) lye will afford assistance. 

When combination is effected and the soap 
has boiled for one to one and a half hours, 
some 20 deg. lye is run in by degrees, the soap 
being allowed to boil up after each addition. 
In this way a uniform paste, saturated with 
alkali, will be produced, and then the satura- 
tion of the sub-lye ig proceeded with, the 
paste being stirred up with a sufficient quan- 
tity of briny 25 deg. to 28 deg. lye until the 
end is attained. For this purpose a caustic 
soda lye of 25 deg. to 30 deg. B., saturated 
with common salt, is the best to use, it being 
found by experience that the use of salt alone 
is less suitable for salting out. The soap is 
next left to stand for several hours, and will 
then appear as a fine, clear, yellow curd; some 
two-thirds of the (15 deg. to 16 deg. B.) under 
lye will by this time have settled down. In 
clear boiling, which is the next stage, the 
soap is boiled up with 2,000 parts of 28 deg. 
lye, and when the froth has subsided, will 
form a firm, strong, dry curd of dark yellow 
color. Some makers prolong the boiling fur- 
ther, and add 300 to 400 parts of 28 deg. lye, 
with the idea that this saturates the soap 
more completely with alkali and improves the 
quality. 

However, though this saturation is necessary 
in the case of these soap stocks, it is not ad- 
visable to add more lye than is absolutely 
required, since the excess is lost on grinding 
the soap. After another interval of several 
hours’ repose about three-fourths of the sub- 
lye is drawn off and the soap ground with 4 
deg. to 6 deg. lye, without boiling; otherwise 
a froth will be formed. The impurities and 
excess of alkali are by this means caused to 
subside. The soap is left in the pan for 24 
to 30 hours, and the skimmings and settled 
paste set aside for working up in the next 
boiling. 

From the quantity of fat above stated, a 
yield of 6,600 to 6,650 parts of soap—less 
about 800 for paste and skimmings—will be 
obtained. The product serves as a basis for 
yellow toilet soaps, or for lighter kinds if 
mixed with white stock soap in the mill.

This is due to the fact that it has been kept 
longer, but when placed side by side with a 
joint of English meat hung in the larder for 
a few days, the difference is scarcely appar- 
ent. At first the British public looked 
askance at the foreign meat, but it gradually 
forced its way into popular favor, and now 
{says the writer we are quoting) between 20,- 
000 and 30,000 quarters of chilled beef are 
sold in England every week. The sales in 
the wholesale market vary considerably. The 
three firms engaged in the trade in Birming- 
ham usually disposed of between 200 to 300 
quarters per week, and occasionally the fig- 
ures rise to 400. Just now the market is not 
so keen, and last week only about 150 quar- 
ters were sold, each quarter weighing from 
150 to 200 Ih. The price generally rules 
about the as for English beef, but dur- 
ing the last few weeks it has been somewhat 
higher. The wholesale price of chilled beef 
at the present time ranges from 3d. to 4d. per 
Ib for forequarters and from 5d. to 6d. per TD 
for hindquarters; while the retail price varies 
between 3d. and 7d. per ID) for joints for the 
forequarters and 4d. to 10d. per ID for cuts 
from the hindquarters. 

The experiment of sending

The American breeds of sheep bear no com- 
parison with the English flocks, and therefore 
the attempt to popularize the importation of 
chilled mutton has~failed.. Better~ results, 
however, have been achieved in respect to 
pork. Curiously enough, although the chilled 
beef does not at present find universal favor 
in Birmingham, chilled pork does. It was first 
introduced into Birmingham in September of 
1896. The supply of English pork, owing to 
the prevalence of swine fever had become 
somewhat limited, and in order to meet- the 
existing demand the American exporters 
added consignments of chilled pork to those 
of beef.

LARD AND BACON IN DENMARK. 
Mr. Jules Blom, Vice 
Copenhagen, Denmark, writes under date of 
March 11: I inclose a translation of a bill re- 
ferring to the sale of foreign lard and bacon 
in Denmark, recently brought into the Danish 
Diet. As it is likely to become law, it may 
interest American lard and bacon exporters: 

Section 1. Lard (including fat), bacon and 
sausages imported from abroad for sale in 
the Kingdom, shall, before being exposed for 
sale in large or small quantities, be provided 
with labels or similar marks or indications 
which clearly prove that the goods came from 
abroad and show the country of origin. 

Sec. 2. The same rule is applicable to every 
article of human food which is produced by 
transformation of, or manufacture or mix- 
ture with, foreign lard or bacon. 

Sec. 3. Fines from 25 to 2,000 kroner ($6.70 
to $536) are imposed for infringement of this 
law; on repetition of the offense, the fine can, 
under aggravating circumstances, be in- 
creased to imprisonment. 

No punishment, however, can be applied to 
the person who proves that he has received 
the goods from a person living in the King- 
dom when it can be believed that he was un- 
aware of their origin. The person who, for 
consumption and sale in the Kingdom, has 
sold goods of the kind mentioned in Sections 
1 and 2, and on which, or the labels or cases, 
the origin was not stated at the time of the 
sale, in the manner indicated in Section 1, 
shall (when the buyer at the time of pur- 
chase was not informed of the origin of the 
goods) be compelled to take the goods back 
and refund the money; and, also, if he is not, 
through the sale, liable to a fine according to 
the above-named provisions of the law, shall 
indemnify the buyer for any proven loss, in 
accordance with the usual legal regulations. 

Sec. 4. Inspection of the matters covered 
by this law shall be made by the margarin 
inspectors, who shall have free access to 
every store, storage or factory, where goods 
or preparation thereof, as mentioned in Sec- 
tions 1 and 2, are exhibited for sale, stored

Unwarranted refusal to admit the inspec- 
tors to the stores or goods and to deliver sam- 
ples, and omission to have the above-named 
declaration exhibited, is punished with fines 
from 50 to 500 kroner ($13.40 to $134.) 

Sec. 5. for punishment, in accord 
ance with this law, are dealt with by the po- 
lice authorities; experts shall be summoned 
if the matter requires it, and always if the 
accused demands it. 

Civil disputes, in which claims are made in 
with the terms of this law, are 
dealt with by the commercial court. 

Sec. 6. This law takes effect three months 
after being published in the Danish Law 
Journal,

* The large meat packinghouse in the City 
of Mexico, recently established by Morris & 
Butts, of Kansas City, hag been completely 
destroyed by fire. The loss is $1,500,000, with 


not a dollar insurance. 
* W. N. Southern, for ten years the pro- 
prietor of the Independence Sentinel, has 


purchased a half-interest in the Joseph James 
Packing Co., of Kansas City. Mr. Southern 
will personally supervise the retail and 
wholesale business for the company. 

* The bill to provide for the examination of 
cattle suspected of having tuberculosis was re- 
ported unfavorably by the Finance Committee 
in the Maryland Legislature. A motion made 
to substitute the bill for the report was 
tabled on motion of Senator Dryden. It will 
probably be called up, however, the appro- 
priation stricken out, and the bill passed in 
that form, 

* The St. Joseph Herald says that “it is 
not at all improbable that within the next six 
months the list of St. Joseph’s packinghouses 
will be as follows: Swift and Company, Nel- 
Morris & Co., Jacob Dold & Son, J. W. 
Fowler & Co., Schwarzschild & Sulzberger, 
and the G. H. Hammond Packing Co. These 
firms are either already located here or are 
negotiating for a location.”

* A stock company of beef exporters, in- 
cluding Swift and Company and Nelson Mor- 
ris & Co., will take possession of the Brighton 
Stockyards, in Boston, Mass., on April 4, by 
lease. The yards will be operated more as a 
convenience of the members of the company 
than as a purely profit-making establishment. 
It will be used simply as a place of feeding 
and sheltering cattle which are to be exported 
or slaughtered, and will have no connection 
with the abattoir at Brighton. 

* The machinery for the shops at the Cud- 
ahy Packing Company works in Omaha, is 
arriving daily. Last week a large pipe cutter 
arrived from New York and was set up and 
put in readiness for operation. Notice has 
been received of the shipment of the ice ma- 
chine and it will reach this city shortly. The 
managers of the company are anxious to get 
the plant in readiness for operation and are 
hurrying forward all material, machinery, 
ete., with as much expedition as possible. 


* We send about $1,000,000 worth of lard 
and about $100,000 worth of other hog prod- 
ucts to France annually, despite abnormally 
high duties and restrictive and harassing 
import reguistions. But the French hog 
raisers want the home market exclusively, 
and the course of that government in increas- 
ing the duties on imports of this class is 
clearly calculated to bring about that end. 
The wily Frenchman insists that we began 
the trouble, and that he is only paying us 
back in our own coin. 
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* The large packers probably will be called 
upon to furnish a large portion of the meat 
supplies for the army and navy in the event 
of war with Spain. Great fighting forces 
need big supplies of food, constantly, and the 
increased demand for meats here, as a result 
of war, would add a considerable amount to 
the business of the packinghouses. It would 
not increase the aggregate consumption of the 
country, though, for there would not be any 
more mouths to feed than there are now, and 
in any event the army is not likely to grow to 
sufficient proportions to make any great dif- 
ference in the business of the 73 million peo- 
ple of the United States. An army of 100,- 
000 men—four times the present army—would 
be only one soldier to every 730 people. 


* Chicago packers say the recent action of 
the French government in increasing the duty 
on American hog products. and especially 
lard, is certain to curtail shipments of those 
products to that country. ‘“‘We have in the 
past been handicapped with duties which 
have cut into our trade over there,” said a 
representative of Armour & Co., “but they 
are now to be almost doubled. The new duty 
on lard is almost prohibitive, and will result 
in practically shutting out American ship- 
ments to France. It is a matter which the 
government should take cognizance of.” <A 
representative of Swift and Company said the 
French duties on hog products in the past had 
been so high as to reduce the trade to com- 
paratively small proportions, and nothing 
much remained to be injured.

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CHICAGO NOTES. 


Hogs sold below $4 last Saturday for the 
first time in nearly two months. 

Last week about 20,000 tes. of lard were 
sold to supply the export demand. 


Capt. Joseph B. Hall, a prominent member 
ot the Chicago Board of Trade, died last 
Sunday. 

The famous Leutgert “middle vat’’ is to be 
leased for exhibition purposes. A court order 
has been issued to this effect. 

EK. G. Thompson, a prominent grain mer- 
chant of Montreal, Canada, was a visitor of 
the Board of Trade last week. 

Carloads of live stock received at the Chi- 
cago Stockyards last week, 4.995, against 4,- 
882 the previous week, 4,277 a year ago, and 
5,003 two years ago. 

Shipments of meats last week were 16,- 
533,000 Tb, against 12,305,000 ID last year. 
Shipments of lard were 7,775,000 ID, against 
7,271,000 a year ago. 

The run of hogs at the seven Western 
packing points last week was 299,000, an in- 
crease of 18,000 over the previous week, and 
of 62,000 the same time last year. 

The Santa Fé Railroad has given fifteen 
days’ notice that it will make a reduction of 
1044c. on packinghouse products and dressed 
beef from the Missouri River to Chicago. 

Joseph Leiter’s application for membership 
on the Chicago Board of Trade was approved 
by the membership committee, and he was 
elected a member by the directors last Tues- 
day. 

Herbert N. Morris, son of Nelson Morris, 
the big packer, is still seriously ill at his home. 
He is said to be improving. and while his 
chances of recovery are fair. he is not yet out 
of danger. 

D. C. Mallory, a commission merchant at 
the setockyards, has returned from a three 
weeks’ Texas trip, and says fat cattle are 
searce, with prospects of a small run of 
“grassers” the coming season. 

The 142,362 hogs -received here last week 
averaged 232 Ib, the heaviest since the third 
week of last January. Average the previous 
week, 224 Ib; a month ago, 226 ID; a year ago, 
227 Ib, and two years ago, 246 ID. 

The amount of hog product shipped from 
Chicago last week was as follows: Pork, 3,- 
864 bbls.; lard, 7,775,045 ID; hams, 4,649,845

It is estimated that 175,000 cattle were fed 
on cottonseed products in Texas during the 
past season, and that from 25.000 to 30,000 
are now on second feed. This is a reduction 
of 75,000 or 80,000 from a year ago. 

J. P. Butterfield, of the firm of Butterfield 
& Bortell, one of the best known commission 
firms at the stockyards, died at Deadwood, 
8S. D., last week. He had been a prominent 
figure at the yards for twenty-five years. 

Armour & Company are to erect a large 
wool and felt factory, to cost $100,000, at 
Archer avenue and the Chicago River. Elec- 
tricity will be the motive power, and employ- 
ment will be given to 500 men and women. 

During 1897, 7,659,472 live hogs were re- 
ceived in Chicago, against 7,885,283 the pre- 
vious year. Shipments for last year were 1,- 
896,312, against 2,100,613 in 1896. In 1868, 
thirty years ago, the receipts of hogs at Chi- 
eago were 1,706,782. 

Charles Counselman, of the Board of Trade 
firm of Counselman & Day, is a candidate for 
the vacancy on the Board of the South Park 
Commissioners, caused by the resignation of 
James W. Ellesworth, who is also a member 
of the Board of Trade. 

Export provisions from the principal Atlan- 


000 ID., against 12,184,000 Ib last year, and 
bacon, 34,108 boxes, against 21,810 in the 
corresponding week of 1897. 

It is interesting to note, in view of the fact 
that Chicago is the leading “meat market” of 
the world, that the first freight ever brought 
into Chicago on a railroad train was two sled 
loads of dressed hogs. This was in 1848, just 
fifty years ago. The Chicago & Galena Rail- 
road carried it from where Oak Park now 
stands. 

The number of hogs packed at Chicago last 
week were 113,500, against 103,000 the pre- 
vious week and 65,200 a year ago. Armour 
slaughtered 28,500, Anglo-American 9,200, 
Boyd & Lunham 4,200, Chicago 5,100, Conti- 
nental 5,700, Hammond 4,500, International 
8,000, Lipton 6,100, Morris 7,500, Swift 17,- 
000, Viles & Robbins 9,500 and city butchers 
8,500. 

Receipts of hogs at Chicago last week, 
compared with the previous week, increased 
13,700, while Kansas City decreased a few 


hundred. Compared with a year ago, Chi- 
cago increased 50,000, while Kansas City 


gained less than 9,000. Omaha had 6,000 
more and St. Louis 2,000 less than last year. 
Chicago prices continue higher than outside 
markets. 

John C. Hately, of Hately Bros., has re- 
turned from a trip to England. He was in 
London when the Lipton enterprises were put 
on the market. He says that subscriptions to 
stock were open for two days. The first 
morning 23,000 letters were received, and 
when he left London, six days later, there 
were over 10,000 letters still unopened. It 
was estimated, he says, that the total sub- 
scriptions amounted to $250,000,000, or more 
than the combined capital and deposits of all 
the Chicago banks, and that advance deposits 
on subscriptions amounted to $30,000,000. The 
price of the stock doubled before any allot- 
ment was made. The Thomas J. Lipton Com- 
pany’s Chicago packinghouse was not includ- 
ed in the transaction.

AN INTERESTING CIRCUIT—INTERVIEW WITH 
MR. A. LESTER HEYER. 


Mr. A. Lester Heyer, whose packing house 
is at 629 Third avenue, has recently returned 
from an extended tour of the West, where he 
visited all the largest packing plants of the 
rival houses in the business. Having two 
sons with the Western houses of the Ar- 
mours, Mr. Heyer did not make his trip one 
of business only. Below we give an interest- 
ing interview with him: 

Upon reaching Chicago, one in my line of 
business naturally goes to the stockyards. I 
went there, and wae very much interested. I 
made a complete tour of Swift and Company's 
great plant. After taking a general look 
around I went out to view the G. H. Han- 
mond plant at Hammond, Ind., and was very 
much struck with the size and completeness 
of the place. The next day I went to Mil- 
waukee, and inspected the Plankinton plant. 
There is much to interest any one in the meat 
trade in any of the big concerns. They all 
have individual and distinctive features. Mr. 
Burrows, at the Plankinton plant, is a most 
and painstaking gentleman. This 
concern does good business. Returning via 
Chicago, I went over to Sioux City, and there 
a superficial examination of things per- 
taining to the meat trade. At Sioux Falls is 
located the Northwestern Packing ~-Com- 
pany’s monster plant. But it has never been 
started. The whole plant is a model packing 
complete in every way. The building 
ie an enormous, spacious granite one. It is 
the best arranged house I ever saw; yet it has 
never started, though in a town of about 
15,000 people, and surrounded by good coun- 
try amply stocked to run this, or even a larg- 
er plant. 

From Sioux Falls I went out to Omaha, 
where I made, through the kindness of Mr. 
Kd. Cudahy, a thorough inspection of the big 
Cudahy plant at South Omaha. It was here 
that I had an excellent opportunity to inspect 
hogs and hog products. As a result of what 
I must differ from the opinions of some 
upon the question of inter- 
microscopical inspection. From 
I see that the interstate 
examination of hogs—whatever it might be 
of cattle—is not before, but after death, and 
the microscopical examination follows that. 
The inspection of hogs is not on the hoof. 

While at Omaha I dropped in on Mr. G. H. 
Noyes, the general superintendent of the G. 
Il. Hammond Co.’s plant. Mr. Noyes im- 
as being a man perfectly qualified 
io manage such an elaborate and complete 
plant. Here Armour & Co. have also erected 
a very large concern. When completed it will 
he one of the biggest in the whole country. It 
Was nearing completion at the time of my

Leaying Omaha, I went over to St. Joseph, 
Mo., and took a look at the immense plant of 
Swift and Company. It is seemingly perfect 
in every detail. It is the most complete elec- 
trically fitted packinghouse I ever saw. There 
is not a line of shafting in the whole place. 
When each department finishes and shuts 
down for the day it switches itself fromthe 
general power and saves its proportion of the 
cost of running. They use live steam in the 
tanks, and steam also to generate the elec- 
tric power. There the use of steam stops. 
The whole house was most beautifully fitted 
in every At the time of my visit 
they were slaughtering hogs in the old Moran 
packing plant. While at St. Joseph I also 
noticed the building which is going up for the 
large plant of Nelson Morris & Co. While 


respect. 


the rival plant will doubtless be a very fine 
one, I do not see how that of Swift and Com- 
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pany can well be improved upon, for it seems 
to be the sum, in one concern, of their experi- 
ence in all their other houses in the country. 


Mr Swift's superintendent was very cour- 
teous, indeed, in showing me over “the 
works.” From St. Joseph my face was turned 


to Kansas City, where I was cordially re- 
ceived by Mr. K. B. Armour, of the Armour 
Packing Co., who deputized Col. Fraser to 
show me through the elaborate concern. I 
wish you would permit me to say that Col. 
Fraser is a fine fellow, and that Mr. K. B. 
Armour is the personification of a gentleman. 
The tin goods or canning department of this 
great packing company is an encyclopedia of 
industry when it comes to putting up edibles. 
From their new tamale works are put up the 
finest Mexican hot tamales I have ever eaten, 
and the most elegant ones I have ever seen; 
under real foreign labels, too. The canned 
pork and beans out-Bostoned Boston. Even 
white cornmeal mush was being experimented 
with, with the view of placing it upon the 
market as a commercial product. In the 
freezers was the greatest assortment of game 
—feathered and fur—lamb frys and rooster 
frys, frog legs and every strong and dainty 
thing in the eating line. One could scarcely 
believe that such a list of things existed until 
he saw them stacked before him. I must con- 
fess that I felt a sense of personal gratifica- 
tion at having my two sons in the employ of 
such a decent house, and that I found those 
boys also pleased and satisfied. 

From Kansas City to Peoria (Ill.) I had the 
pleasure of making the trip with Mr. Armour 
in his private car. He was on his way to 
Quincy to attend a social event. In the few 
hours’ trip we pleasantly confabbed over our 
needs. I found Mr. Armour one of the most 
delightful gentlemen I have ever met in all 
my life. While in Kansag City I ran across 
Tom Stockman, a New Yorker who is a credit 
to the West. He runs the Midland Hotel in 
Kansas City. Strange to say, but it is true, 
that the Midland is the finest hotel West of 
Buffalo, barring nothing in Chicago or else- 
where out of New York. 

In Peoria I went over the Peoria Packing 
Company’s plant, which is now idle. I was 
astonished to see this of a plant which has 
such elegant stockyards accommodation 
in a city of 65,000 people. All the big pack- 
ing houses have ice boxes there for meats, 
ete. 

Without exception, the Kansas City Stock- 
yards are the largest, finest and cleanest in 
the United States. They are all paved with 
brick. I saw some fine cattle, and in every in- 
stance found that they were a-hoof or in car- 
cass, bound for New York. From here I re- 
turned home 

I wish, through the “National 
Provisioner,” to express my heartfelt thanks 
for the uniform kindness shown me by all the 
Western men I met in my line of business
